Permits Necessary for Sale of Fire- 
works 

Under Acts of 1910, Chapter 565, no 
person may sell, keep for sale, or store 
fireworks or firecrackers (toy torpedoes, 
sparklers and paper caps: are ineluded 
in the word fireworks,) unless-he or she 
shall have obtained a permit to do so 
from the chief of the fire department. 
Applications for sueh permits must 
be made on blank forms prepared for 
that purpose, and which are, furnished 
by the chief. Pa 
A permit cannot: be granted for the 
sale of fireworks or firecrackers, whole 
sale or retail, ino any building used in 
partoas a tenement, lodging or apiurt- 
ment house, or used in part for school or 
or where people are 
aecustomed to assemble. 

Furthermore, it) is provided — that, 
excepton the 4th day of July, or on the 
days celebrated as such, the use and 
discharge of fireworks or firecrackers 1s 
prohibited; that no serpents, rockets, 
bombs or set pieces shall be set off in 
any public street or way; that no fire 
works or firecrackers, excepting the boy | 
torpedo and the single paper cap, shall
